The time has come that the medical community must turn to its strong 
minded and determined man to defend and promote the practice of medicine 
against those critics who have appointed themselves to destroy by negativity 
and character assassination the profession which we hold dear. 

In the year 1970, we are going to be subjected to emotional attacks which 
have some basis in fact, but are so biased and warped that we will have dif¬ 
ficulty reconizing ourselves. 

The move is on for prepaid comprehensive care funded through the gov¬ 
ernment by the ever present employer. The mode of delivery which is to be 
advocated is the large impersonal clinic with all medical personnel on salary 
and hopefully the administration by someone other than doctors, at least this 

is the hope of the critics. . 

The first major push was by Fortune Magazine to the business community 
in the United States. The second major push was by newspaper and magazine 
articles serialized to define the problem of health, costs and delivery systems 
and the latest has been through television, again trying to define the problem 
and to count the cost. The first two items above were reasonably factual with 
what seemed to be good intent. The last item was extremely negative was 
hard to find any good intent and would lead the public to believe that health 
care of any kind, just does not exist in this United States. 

I believe our duty as physicians in Mahoning County is to educate the 
citizens of Mahoning County as to what health care is available, to define 
the guality, to acguaint them with our problems, to not in any way try to 
cover up our deficiencies nor our difficulties and to allow the citizens to know 
what work is going forward to meet the deficiencies that exist. The paradoxes 
of the situation will have to be pointed out. The public must understand that 
there is a personnel shortage, that there is a relative shortage of facilities, 
that the demands for service have increased at a much greater rate than any¬ 
one could have predicted twenty years ago and that much work must be 
done, not only on planning, but to take care of the day to day situation that 
now exists and will exist until enough personnel can be trained to meet the 
demand. The role of inflation will have to be clearly stated. The desire o 
physicians to practice preventive medicine must be made clear The willing¬ 
ness of physicians to experiment and try modes of delivery of health ecu 
under controlled conditions must be made known. The willingness and goo 
will that exists between medical people and the agencies of the community 
must not be allowed to deteriorate in the face of unjust criticism by those 

who are uninformed. -__j v,v

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Editorial 


"WASH DAY 


The flood of articles on air and water pollution continues in all of the 
news media. Slowly, but gradually, positive steps are being taken to cor¬ 
rect our environment. A major source of water pollution, believe it or not, 
is "wash day", and every wash causes a little more death in our world. 
Today's washing agents and detergents have a very high phosphate content 
and all the newer products stress "enzyme" action which is so good for your 
clothes but which is gradually killing off plant life and fish. The phosphate 
content varies from 1.4% to as high as 43.7%. 

Phosphates speed up the growth of the algae that rob the water of its 
oxygen. This, in turn, deprives the plants and fish of their normal supply 
of oxygen with gradual death resulting. The algae produces a green slime 
on the water surface as an indication of this pollutant presence. 

A careful five year study of pollution in Lake Erie and Lake Ontario by 
the International Joint Commission found that the high phosphate content of 
laundry products are the chief cause of the critical state of our streams and 
lakes in these areas. 


Another problem lies in the fact that many chemicals are essentially un¬ 
changed m the customary primary and secondary threatment plants. Many 
chemicals are discharged into rivers and streams and increase the cost of 
purmcation of the water when used downstream, for example, for drinking 
purposes. A tertiary treatment plant, which is highly effective, is needed to 
move chemicals and to break down various compounds.

The 
officers were mostly doctors active in the affairs of the AMA; and staid, con¬ 
servative, back-leaning AMA which thought that its scientific and educational 
purpose would be sullied by involvement in anything political. Later on when 
things became critical, the AMA woke up and assumed its role of leadership 
in preserving the American system of private competitive practice of medi¬ 
cine. Many of our readers never heard of the National Physician s Commit¬ 
tee but thirty years ago it was the only organization we had to fight socialism 
of medicine. It goes to show that if established organizations fail, other will 
rise to take their place when the need is imperative. Many of us sent money 
to the Physician's Committee to help them carry on their crusade but we were 
much happier when the AMA took over. 

Echo of last month's Postgraduate Day: John McCann made several trips 
to Baltimore to arrange the program and speakers from Johns Hopkins. When 
they arrived he was there at 6:00 A.M. to meet the train and take them to 
breakfast. At 11:30 he was there to see them off. A program chairman has 
an awful life. 

Raymond Lupse and Martha Morris were married May 15th. Ray was 
resident in Obstetrics at Lakeside Hospital in Cleveland. Morris Rosenblum 
was away for post-graduate study at the Mayo Clinic. The beloved John Hard¬ 
man died. He practiced medicine and surgery in his office on Wilson Avenue 
from 1911 and was President in 1928 when the first Post-Graduate Assembly 
was held. His son Edward was then surgical resident at St. Elizabeth's Hos¬ 
pital.
